The brand has 
a quirky approach to knitwear, 
producing unique garments 
including colour-block jumpers 
and contrast-stripe sweaters.

Knitwear Shapes and Designs 

With the recent shift from chunky 
winter garments to lighter designs 
for spring, expectations for summer 
are looking towards knits worn as 
flowing layers to create a relaxed 
yet chic look. Shape and texture is 
more important than ever to achieve 
this season’s look as we inspire to 
wear soft silhouettes and constructed 
volume. 

• Relaxed and layered: Mix a range 
of colours and textures to create 
a relaxed look this summer. It may 
be easier to layer in the heat than 
you think; look for loosely knitted or 
crochet garments that you can wear 
over the top of a dress or a cotton 
t-shirt. 

• Go oversized: As mentioned, 
oversized light weight jumpers are a 
must have item this summer. These 
oversized garments are a staple 
statement item which looks great 
worn with leggings or skinny jeans. 

• Blooming volumes: Garments of 
varying lengths and widths will suit 
your summer wardrobe. To achieve 
this look don’t be afraid to double 
up necklines, sport your sleeves at 
different lengths and wear draping 
items such as a cardigan with a 
longer hemline than the rest of 
your outfit. 



• Texture talks: For a breezy summer 
look consider textured items such 
as a rib knit sleeveless top, which 
is ideal for the warmer weather. 
Textured knitted pieces paired 
with light denim create the perfect 
summer look and add appeal to an 
otherwise ordinary outfit. 

Yarns to Work With 

Whilst thick yarns made from angora 
and alpaca fibre are the best way to 
keep us warm during winter, you may 
like to look for lighter, cooler yarns to 
use during summer. Plant based yarns 
that include a mix of cotton, bamboo, 
hemp or flax fibres are ideal for 
garments created for wear during the 
warmer months. There is no doubt that 
cotton is the most popular of these 
plant fibres and is readily available in 
a variety of yarn types. Yarn brands 
that sell some fantastic cotton mixes 
include Curio and Dishie Yarn who 
have a yarn made from 1 00% cotton 
and the Simply Cotton Organic Sport 
Yarn which is made from 100% 
organic cotton. 

Other plant-based yarns to consider: 

• Linen is not the smoothest yarn to 
handle when knitting but it does make 
a hard wearing, breathable garment 
that improves with washing. If you 
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want to work with linen on your next 
project, look out for Lindy Chain Yarn 
which has a blend made from 70% 
yarn and 30% linen. CotLink DK yarn 
has another linen option, combining 
70% tanguis cotton with 30% yarn in 
one of their blends. 

• Hemp is similar to linen in that it is a 
tough fibre that improves in softness 
after a few washes. An added 
benefit of the fibre is that it creases 
very little when folded. Hemp yarn is 
most commonly available in 100% 
hemp and mixed wool blends. 

• Bamboo is reputed to have a natural 
antibacterial property which remains 
even after many washes. Another 
great quality about the fibre is that 
it is smooth to knit and is usually 
mixed with other fibres to provide 
more flexibility. There is a yarn 
blend available that mixes 50% 
merino wool and 50% viscose from 
bamboo, made by Galileo Yarn. The 
blend of luxurious fibres produces 
wonderful elasticity and bounce 
whilst the bamboo creates a lovely 
drape and a silky soft hand. 

Yarns - What’s New 

Luxurious, silky blends are among 
the most popular new yarns to work 
with this season. Many of these 
yarn blends add a touch of lightness 



and breathability which are always 
important to consider when creating 
garments for summer. For those of us 
who are still knitting cosy items, there 
are a number of new yarns available 
that create a lovely thickness. 

• Preciosa Tonal: 100% merino yarn. 
This luxurious single-ply yarn is 
now available in a range of tonal 
jewel-like colours ready to create 
the softest, cosiest garments. The 
worsted weight is perfect for quick 
projects. 

• Billow: 100% prima cotton. 

A bulky weight yarn with a 
contemporary palette spanning 1 6 
stunning colours, the Billow’s cloud 
like softness is perfect for creating 
oversized shawls, pullovers and 
cosy blankets. 

• Adorn Yarns: The new range of 
luxury yarns is super soft and 
perfect for sensitive skin. The 
range of Silky Merino DK, Silky 
Cashmerino 4 ply and Cotton 
Cashmere DK are all available in a 
wide palette of colours. 

• Prism Yarns Symphony: A yarn that’s 
springy, luxurious and a pleasure to 
knit with, Symphony is made up of 
80% pure merino, 10% cashmere 
and 1 0% nylon. The addition of 
cashmere brings an irresistible silky 
softness to your knitting. ■ 



• Clare Tough launched her self- 
named, innovative knitwear label 
in 2006 and is highly regarded 
in the fashion industry for her 
knitwear designs. Key items from 
her recent collection include 
chunky hand-knits spliced with 
lace and leather and tailored 
cashmere capes. Her designs 
incorporate a combination of 
oversized, extravagant shapes 
and thought provoking details. 

• Craig Lawrence has continued to 
dazzle the London fashion scene 
since 2009 with his elegant and 
unkempt high-gloss knitwear. 

His collection of metallic copper, 
earthy brown and orange palette 
designs, crafted into near 
cropped jumpers and pencil 
skirts, draws inspiration from 

1 950’s conservatism. 

• Eleanor Amoroso launched her 
label after attracting attention 
for her uniquely handcrafted 
graduate collection.

14 (15, 16, 17) 
sts. 

Cont straight until front measures 
same as back to shoulder, end with a 
WS row. 

Cast off loosely rem sts for shoulder. 



Shape Armhole 

Cast off 8 (9, 10, 10) sts beg next 
WS row. 

Dec 1 st at armhole edge next 2 
rows, then every other row 2 (2, 2, 3) 
times. 32 (34, 36, 38) sts. 

Cont straight in Stocking st until piece 
measures 27 (31, 36, 41)cm from 
beg, end with a WS row. 

Shape Neck 

Next Row: RS - K6 (7, 8, 9) sts and 
slip these sts to holder, k to end. 26 
(27, 28, 29) sts. 

Cont in Stst and dec 1 st at neck edge 
next 1 0 rows, then every other row 
twice. 14 (15, 16, 17) sts. 

Cont straight until front meas same as 
back to shoulder, end with a RS row. 
Cast off loosely rem sts for shoulder. 

SLEEVES 

With 3.75mm needles and B, cast on 
56 (62, 66, 70) sts. 

Row 1: RS - With B, knit. 

Row 2: WS - With B, knit. 

Row 3: RS - With B, purl. 

Row 4: WS - With B, knit. 

Change to 4.00mm needles. 

Using A, Stst for 6 rows and inc 1 st 
each end of last row. 58 (64, 68, 72) 
sts. 

Using C, rep rows 1-4 once more. 
Using A, cont in Stst and inc 1 st each 
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end next row then every 4th row 1 (1 , 

2, 2) times more. 62 (68, 74, 78) sts. 

Shape Top 

Cast off 8 (9, 10, 10) sts beg next 
2 rows. 

Dec 1 St each end next 6 (6, 8, 8) 
rows. 

Dec 1 St each end every other row 
5 (5, 5, 6) times. 

Cast off 3 (3, 3, 4) sts beg next 2 rows. 
Cast off 4 sts beg next 2 rows. 

10 (14, 14, 14) sts. 

Cast off loosely rem sts. 

MAKING UP 

Join shoulder seams. 

NECKBAND 

With 3.75mm needles and RS facing, 
slip the 6 (7, 8, 9) sts from holder onto 
right hand needle, join A, pick up and 
k21 (22, 23, 25) sts up front neck, k 
the back neck holder 32 (34, 36, 38) 
sts, pick up and k21 (22, 23, 25) sts 
down front neck, k the 6 (7, 8, 9) sts 
from holder. 86 (92, 98, 1 06) sts. 

Next Row: WS - K. 

Garter Stitch (= k every row) for 
2 more rows. 

Change to C, beg with a RS row. 

Garter Stitch 2 more rows. 

Change to B and Garter Stitch 
1 more row. 

Cast off loosely in knit on WS.

With RS facing, A and 3.75mm 
needles, pick up and k63 (72, 83, 

94) sts down left front edge (inci 
neckband). 

Next Row: WS - K. 

Garter Stitch (= k every row) for 
4 more rows. 

Change to C, beg with a RS row. 

Garter Stitch 2 more rows. 

Change to B and Garter Stitch 
1 more row. 

Cast off loosely in knit on WS. 

RIGHT FRONT BAND 

With RS facing, A and 3.75mm 
needles, pick up and k63 (72, 83, 

94) sts up right front edge (incl 
neckband). 

Garter Stitch (= k every row) for 2 rows. 



Next Row: WS - K4, k2tog, yo twice, 
skp, k to end. 

Next Row: RS - K to double yo, k the 
first yo, then p the 2nd yo (do not 
work into the back of the yo as it will 
shrink the buttonhole), k to end. 
Garter Stitch 1 more row. 

Change to C, beg with a RS row. 
Garter Stitch 2 more rows. 

Change to B and Garter Stitch 
1 more row. 



Cast off loosely in knit on WS. 

Sew in sleeve tops. 

Join side and sleeve seams.

Round 4: (2dc in next dc, 1 dc in each of next 2dc) 6 
times. 24dc. 

Round 5: 1 dc in each of next 24dc. 

Rep last round until Leg measures 1 0cm from beg, si st in 
each of next 2dc. Fasten off. 

EARS (MAKE 2, BEG AT TIP) 

Note: Count turning ch as 1tr. 

Using 3.50mm hook and M, make 6ch. 

Row 1: Miss 3ch, 1tr in each ch to end. 4tr. 

Row 2: (1dc, 1ch, 1tr) in first tr, 2tr in each tr to end. 

8tr. 

Row 3: (1dc, 1ch, 1tr) in first tr, 1tr in each st to last st, 
2tr in top of turning ch. 10tr. 

Row 4: As row 3. 1 2tr. 

Row 5: (1dc, 1ch) in first tr, Dec, 1tr in each st to last 3 
sts, Dec, 1tr in top of turning ch. 10 sts. 

Row 6: As row 5. 8 sts. 

Work 1 round dc around all edges of Ear, si st in first dc. 
Fasten off. 

TAIL 

Using 3.5mm hook and 2 strands of M tog, make a length 
of ch 9cm long. 

Fasten off, leaving enough yarn for attaching to body. 

MAKING UP 

Do not press. With wrong sides together and using a 
flat seam, sew outer edge of back to front at base of 
mane, adding stuffing before completing seam. 

Add stuffing to legs, then over sew top edge. 

Sew on legs behind mane at lower edge of back (as 
pictured). Make a small pleat in base of ears, then sew 
in position. 

Using M, make a small tassel, unravelling yarn ends so 
tassel is fluffy. 

Attach securely to end of tall, then sew tail to centre of 
back. Using Cl, make 2 medium pom-poms and attach 
to front as pictured. 

Using C3 and Satin Stitch, embroider eyes. Using C3 
and Straight Stitch, embroider mouth and claws.

edge, pick up and k22 (22, 26, 26) 
sts along front cast-on edge, 1 st at 
corner and mark this st, now place a 
pin 10cm up front edge, pick up and 
k 22 sts from last st to pin, move pin 
up further 10cm and pick up and k 
again further 22 sts to pin, cont in this 
manner up right front edge to shoulder 
seam (last measure to shoulder seam 
is less than 1 0cm, pick up and k 2 sts 
per each cm to shoulder seam), pick 
up and k1 4 sts down back neck, k the 
back neck holder 17 (1 9, 21 , 23) sts, 
pick up and k1 4 sts up back neck to 
shoulder seam, pick up and k22 sts 
per each 1 0cm down left front edge 
(as before on right front), pick up and 
k 1 st at bottom corner and mark this 
st, pick up and k22 (22, 26, 26) sts 
along front cast-on edge. 

Next Row: WS - K to marked corner 
st. Ml , k marked st. Ml , k along to 
next marked corner st. Ml, k marked 
st. Ml , k to end. 

Next Row: RS - K to 7 sts below right 
front neck marker, k2tog, yo twice, skp, 
k to end. 



Next Row: WS - K to 1 st before 
marked corner st. Ml , k3. Ml , k to 
double yo, k first yo, p 2nd yo, k to st 
before marked corner st. Ml , k3, Ml , 
k to end. 

Next Row: RS - K. 

Next Row: WS - K to marked corner 
st, Ml , k marked st, Ml , k along to 
next marked corner st, Ml , k marked 
st, Ml , k to end. 

Next Row: RS - K. 

Rep last 2 rows 0 (0, 1 , 1 ) time more. 
Next Row: WS - K to marked corner st, 
Ml , k marked st. Ml , k along to next 
marked corner st. Ml, k marked st. 

Ml , k to end. 

Cast off loosely in knit using 4mm 
needles. 

Join side seams, ensure Garter edge 
joins up tidy. 

Sew on button.

PU the bar between st just worked 
and next st and place on LH needle 
backwards (incorrect stitch mount). Knit 
through the front of the loop.

WORKING PATTERN 

Both socks are knit identically and are 
unisex in shape and pattern. 

With MC and CC held together, and 
using Backwards loop Cast On, cast on 
8 (10, 12) sts. Knit across these sts. 
Turning work so that cast-on edge is 
on top and working yarn is to the right 
of the work, PU and knit into each 
cast-on st (including the slip knot). 

You are now working in the round. 

If using DPNs, arrange so that first 
8 (10, 12) sts are distributed over 
two needles; these will be the instep. 
Distribute sole sts over two needles. 
For two circular needles or magic loop, 
the first 8 (10, 12) sts are the instep, 
the second are the sole. 

Foundation Round: K1, MIL, K to 
last st of instep, MIR, K1 . Repeat for 
sole sts. Repeat this increase round 
every round twice more, then every 
other round 5 times. 48 (52, 56) sts. 
Beginning on the next round, the 
instep and sole of the toe are worked 
differently. The sole is knit double- 
stranded, while the instep is worked 
partially in stranded stocking stitch. 
Round 1 : K5 double-stranded, knit 
across the instep single-stranded, 
alternating MC and CC each stitch, 
to last 5 sts of instep; knit double- 
stranded across those 5 sts and the 
sole sts. 

Round 2: (K1 , MIL, K3) double- 
stranded, knit single-stranded 
alternating MC and CC each stitch to 
last 4 sts of instep, (K3, MIR, K1) 
double-stranded, (K1 , MIL, K to last st 



of sole, MIR, K1) across sole double- 
stranded. 

Round 3: K5 double-stranded, knit 
across the instep single-stranded, 
alternating CC and MC each stitch, 
to last 5 sts of instep; knit double- 
stranded across those 5 sts and the 
sole sts. 

Round 4: (K1 , MIL, K3) double- 
stranded, knit single-stranded 
alternating CC and MC each stitch to 
last 4 sts of instep, (K3, MIR, K1 ) 
double-stranded, (K1 , MIL, K to last st 
of sole, MIR, K1) across sole double- 
stranded. 

Repeat these four rounds once more: 
64 (68, 72) sts. 

Over the next 10 rounds, the double- 
stranded portion that wraps over the 
edges of the instep will move to the 
sole only. 

Round 1: K5 double-stranded, work 
across the instep single-stranded, 
alternating MC and CC each stitch, 
to last 5 sts of instep; work double- 
stranded across those 5 sts and the 
sole sts. 

Round 2: K4 double-stranded, work 
across the instep single-stranded, 
alternating MC and CC each stitch, 
to last 4 sts of instep; work double- 
stranded across those 4 sts and the 
sole sts. 

Round 3: K4 double-stranded, work 
across the instep single-stranded, 
alternating CC and MC each stitch, 
to last 4 sts of instep; work double- 
stranded across those 4 sts and the 
sole sts. 

Round 4: K3 double-stranded, work 
across the instep single-stranded, 
alternating CC and MC each stitch, 
to last 3 sts of instep; work double- 
stranded across those 3 sts and the 
sole sts. 

Round 5: K3 double-stranded, work 
across the instep single-stranded, 
alternating MC and CC each stitch, 
to last 3 sts of instep; work double- 
stranded across those 3 sts and the 
sole sts. 

Round 6: K2 double-stranded, work 
across the instep single-stranded, 
alternating MC and CC each stitch, 
to last 2 sts of instep; work double-

stranded across those 2 sts and the 
sole sts. 

Round 7: K2 double-stranded, work 
across the instep single-stranded, 
alternating CC and MC each stitch, 
to last 2 sts of instep; work double- 
stranded across those 2 sts and the 
sole sts. 

Round 8: K1 double-stranded, work 
across the instep single-stranded, 
alternating CC and MC each stitch, 
to last 1 St of instep; work double- 
stranded across that st and the sole 
sts. 

Round 9: K1 double-stranded, work 
across the instep single-stranded, 
alternating MC and CC each stitch, 
to last 1 St of instep; work double- 
stranded across that st and the sole 
sts. 

Round 10: Knit across the instep 
single-stranded, alternating MC and 
CC each stitch; work double-stranded 
across sole sts. 

Continue working the instep in 
stranded St st, alternating colours 
every other stitch, and working the 
sole sts double-stranded until sock 
measures 8.9cm (10, 12.5) cm, or 
until the sock is just past the ball of 
the foot. 

Break CC. Work in St st around with 
MC for 2 rounds. Switch to smaller 
needle. Work around the entire sock in 
K1 , PI rib for 2. 5(3. 2, 3.8) cm. This 
will create a comfortable arch support. 
Switch back to larger needles. Work in 
St st until 9-1 0cm to the back of the 
heel (this should be about where the 
ankle bone starts). 

COMBINATION HEAL 

The heel is worked in a combination 
gusset and short row style. This gives 
more room for ankle movement and 
allows for more padding of the heel 
cup. 

Round 1: Knit across instep. Across 
heel, K1 , MIL, K to last st, MIR, K1 . 
Round 2: Knit. 

Repeat these 2 rounds a total of 5 (5, 
6) times: 74 (78, 84) sts. There are 
now 42 (44, 48) sts across the heel. 
On the next round, knit across the 
instep. Attach CC, and begin the 



short row heel working double- 
stranded. 

Row 1 : Knit to last st of heel, W&T 
Row 2: Purl to last st of heel, W&T 
Row 3: Knit to st before wrapped st, 
W&T. 

Row 4: Purl to st before wrapped st, 
W&T. 

Repeat rows 3-4 until, after working 
a WS row, there are 8 (10, 1 2) sts 
between wrapped sts. Begin working 
back across heel sts: 

Row 1: Knit to first wrapped st, PU 
wrap and K it tog with the st it wraps, 
W&T. 

Row 2: Purl to first wrapped st, PU 
wrap and P it tog with the st it wraps, 
W&T. 

Row 3: Knit to first wrapped st, PU 
wraps and K them tog with the st they 
wrap, W&T. 

Row 4: Purl to first wrapped st, PU 
wraps and P them tog with the st they 
wrap, W&T. 

Repeat rows 3-4 until there is one 
wrapped st remaining on either end of 
the heel. 

Next Round: Knit across heel, picking 
up the wraps on the last st and 
knitting them tog with the wrapped st. 
Break CC and continue in the round 
single-stranded. 

Next Round: knit across the instep. 
Across the heel, PU wraps on the first 
st and K them tog with the wrapped 
st; K 4(4, 5) sts, (K1 , SL1 WYIB) 1 6 
(1 7, 1 8) times, K to end. 

GUSSET DECREASES AND ANKLE 
PADDING 

Round 1: Knit across instep. Across 
heel, SSK, K 3 (3, 4), (SL1 WYIB, K1) 
1 6 (1 7, 1 8) times, K 3 (3, 4), K2tog. 
Round 2: Knit across instep. Across 
heel, K 4 (4, 5), (K1 , SL1 WYIB) 1 6 
(17, 18) times, K 4 (4, 5). 

Round 3: Knit across instep. Across 
heel, SSK, K 2 (2, 3), (SL1 WYIB, K1) 
16 (17, 18) times, K2 (2, 3), K2tog. 
Round 4: Knit across instep. Across 
heel, K 3 (3, 4), (K1 , SL1 WYIB) 1 6 
(17, 18) times, K 3 (3, 4). 

Round 5: Knit across instep. Across 
heel, SSK, K 1 (1, 2), (SL1 WYIB, K1)

32 (34, 36) sts remain across the 
heel. 

PADDED ANKLE 

A continuation of the slipstitch pattern 
up the back of the ankle provides 
more comfort against rubbing from 
high boots.

RIBBING 

Switch to smaller needles. PI (K2, P2) 
to end, ending last repeat PI .

Switch to 
CC, knit one round, then work in rib 
pattern as established for 1 ”. BO all 
sts loosely in rib. 

Make second sock as the first.

Next Row: WS - purl 
Rep last 2 rows for 14 more times. 
70(72, 74, 76, 78, 80) sts 
Cast off all sts loosely. 

FRONT 

With 1 strand of each thread held tog, 
cast on 70(72, 74, 76, 78, 80) sts. 
Next Row: WS - beg stocking st work 
even until piece measures 12.5(17.7, 
20.3, 22.8, 25.5) cm from beg, 
ending with a WS row. 

Eyelet Section 

Row 1: RS - K1 , (yo, k2tog) 6 times, 
knit to end. 

Row 2-4: work even in stocking st 
Row 5: K1 , (yo, k2tog) 1 2 times, knit 
to end. 

Row 6-8: work even in stocking st 
Row 9: K1 , (yo, k2tog) 1 8 times, knit 
to end. 

Row 10 - 12: work even in stocking st 
Row 13: K1 , (yo, k2tog) 24 times, 
knit to end. 



Row 14 - 16: work even in stocking st 
Row 17: K1 , (yo, k2tog) 30 times, 
knit to end. 

Row 18 - 20: work even in stocking st 
Row 21: K1, (yo, k2tog) 34(35, 36, 
36, 36, 36) times, knit to end. 

After completing row 21, beg working 
rows in descending order beg with 
row 20 until row 1 has been worked 
again. 

Note: Row 21 is worked only once. 
WS change to stocking st work even 
for 12.5(17.7, 20.3, 22.8, 25.5) cm 
ending with a WS row. Cast off all sts 
loosely. 

MAKING UP 

Block pieces to measurements. 

Sew side seams leaving 20.3(21.5, 

23, 24.5, 25.5, 26.5) opening for 
armholes 

Sew shoulder seams 12(14, 15.5, 18, 
19.5, 21.5) cm In from each edge. 



BACK PLEAT 

At this point you will notice that the 
back neck has more fabric than the 
front edge. Find centre of back neck; 
fold excess fabric on either side 
toward centre to form an inverted 
pleat. Secure pleat in place. 

COWL NECK 

With RS facing and circular needle pick 
up and knit 91 (96, 100, 105, 109, 

1 1 4) Sts evenly around neck, making 
sure to go through all 3 layers of 
fabric along back pleat. Place marker 
and join for working in the round. Work 
even in stocking st for 20.5cm. Cast 
off all stitches loosely. Weave in ends.

Next Row: RS - (dec) Dec 1 st at 
each end of this row, then foil 4th 
rows, 5 (6, 6, 7) times, then foil alt 
rows, 8 (7, 8, 7) times, then every 
row 9 times. 16 (18, 20, 22) sts, 
48(50, 52, 54) shaping rows. 

Next Row: RS - Cast off 5 sts at beg 
next 2 rows. 

Cast off rem 6 (8, 10, 12) sts. 

MAKING UP 

Press all pieces gently, on WS using 
a warm iron over a damp cloth. With 
RS tog, using backstitch, join shoulder 
seams. With RS tog, centre sleeves to 
shoulder seam and using backstitch, 
join to bodice. Using edge to edge st, 
join side and sleeve seams. 

NECKBAND 

With RS facing, using a 3.25mm circ 
needle, pick up 25 (27,29,31) sts 
down left side front neck, 1 5 sts from 
holder at centre front neck, 25 (27, 
29, 31) sts up right side front neck, 

9 sts down right side back neck, 

31 (33, 35, 37) sts from holder 
across back neck and 9 sts up left 
side back neck. 114(1 20, 1 26, 1 32) 
sts). 

Next Row: RS - *K2, PI ; rep from 
* to end of round. This round forms 
K2, PI rib patt. 

Rep this round 3 times (4 rounds). 
Cast off in rib.

BEGINNER'S TOOL KIT 



PINS 

Plastic-head 
pins are useful 
for checking 
tension and 
blocking out 
items. Pins with coloured heads are best 
because they do not get lost in your work. 



ROW COUNTER 

A row counter is helpful 
for keeping track of rows 
worked, particularly where 
increases, decreases or 
other kinds of patterning 
occur. 



KNITTING IN ELASTIC 

Elastic yarn prevents sagging in 
cuffs, collars and waists. You can 
work it in with knitting yarn on 
knitted or crocheted garments. 







KNITTING NEEDLES 

Knitting needles are made from plastic, 
aluminium or wood and come in varying 
lengths and widths. Straight needles 
come in pairs and doublepointed 
needles come in sets of four. 



KNITTING BAG 

A knitting bag is essential for those who like 
to knit 'on the go’. Not only is it a practical 
way to keep all your knitting paraphenalia 
together, it also helps keep the yarn clean 
and tangle-free. 





CIRCULAR KNITTING NEEDLES 

Circular needles have two working ends joined 
by a thin nylon wire. They are more balanced 
than straight needles and allow the weight of 
your work to rest in your lap. 




TAPE MEASURE 

A basic tape measure is essential for ohecking your 
garment measurements. 



KNITTER’S NEEDLES 

Knitter's needles need to have a large eye and 
a blunt point so they do not split stitches when 
sewing up your knitting. 




STITCH GAUGE 

A stitch gauge is a flat piece of metal or plastic with cut out in the centre. It allows you to mark and 

a ruler marked on one side and/or a window measure easily and accurately.

STITCH HOLDER 

A stitch holder is used to secure stitches not in 
use. You can also use safety pins for holding a 
small number of stitches. 
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CASTING ON 

Casting on is creating a row ot loops on a knitting 
needle to form the base row for your knitting. One of 
the most popular methods of casting on is the cable 
cast on. Form a slipknot about 25cm away from the 
end of the yarn. 

Place the slipknot on a knitting needle and pull gently 
to secure. tHold this needle in your left hand. Insert 
the right-hand needle through the slip knot. Pass 
the yarn over the point of the right-hand needle 
(see Diagram 1). 



Pull a loop through the slip knot with the right-hand 
needle (see Diagram 2). Place this loop on the left- 
hand needle and gently pull the yarn to secure the 
stitch. For the remaining cast-on stitches, insert the 
right-hand needle between the slip knot and the first 
stitch on the left-hand needle. Wind the yarn around 
the point of the right-hand needle. Draw a loop 
through and place this loop on the left-hand needle. 
Continue in this manner until you have cast on the 
desired number of stitches.

Wind the yarn from right to 
left over the point of the right- 
hand needle (see Diagram 2).

Slip the 
original stitch off the left-hand 
needle, keeping the new stitch 
on the right-hand needle. To 
purl a row, repeat these steps 
until all the stitches have 
been transferred from the 
left-hand needle to the right- 
hand needle.

CASTING OFF 



KNITWISE 

Knit two stitches. Use the point of the 
left-hand needle to lift the first stitch on 
the right-hand needle over the second, 
and drop if off the needle. Knit the next 
stitch on the left-hand needle so that there 
are two stitches on the right-hand needle 
again, and repeat. Continue in this manner 
until all the stitches have been worked off the left-hand needle and only 
one stitch remains on the right-hand needle. Cut the yarn, leaving a tail 
and thread the yarn through the loop and pull it firmly to fasten off. 



PURLWISE 

Purl two stitches. Use the point of the 
left-hand needle to lift the first stitch 
on the right-hand needle over the 
second, and drop it off the needle. 

Purl the next stitch on the left-hand 
needle so that there are two stitches 
on the right-hand needle again, and 
repeat. Continue in this manner until all the stitches have been worked 
off the left-hand needle and only one stitch remains on the right-hand 
needle. Secure this last stitch as described in casting off knitwise.

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SUBSTITUTING YARNS 

If you substitute or spin a yarn for a 
project, you can compare the weight 
of the yarn to the project yarn by 
comparing wraps per inch. Wrap your 
yarn around a ruler for one inch and 
count the number of wraps. If you 
have more wraps per inch than the 
project yarn, your yarn is too thin: if 
you have fewer wraps per inch than 
the project yarn, your yarn is too 
thick. 




KNITTING TENSION 



Checking your knitting tension, that 
is, the tightness or looseness of your 
knitting, is important. To oheck your 
tension, cast on 30 stitches using 
the recommended needle size. 

Work in the pattern until your work 
measures 10cm from the cast on 
edge then cast off You now have a 
"swatch''. Measure your tension by 
placing a ruler over your swatch and 
counting the number of stitches 



across and rows down (including 
fractions of stitches and rows) in 
10cm. Repeat these measurements 
two to three times on a different 
parts of the swatch to check your 
measurements. If you have more 
stitches and rows than called for 
in the instructions, you should use 
larger needles: if you have fewer, use 
smaller needles. Check your tension 
again before starting your project.

BACKSTITCH 

This is the stitch most commonly used for joining knitted garments. With 
the right sides of your work together, pin the knitted fabric together with 
the edges even. The seam should be sewn one full stitch from the end 
of the row. One stitch should be worked over every row. Thread the yarn 
needle. Insert the needle through both layers and sew two stitches to the 
left then one stitch back to the right. Keep stitches at an even distance. 
Continue working from right to left in this circular motion. (Diagram 1) 



TASSELS 




KNOTTED FRINGE 


Cut yarn twice the length of your desired tassel plus a bit extra for the knot. 
According to the desired thickness of the tassel, select a number of lengths 
of yarn. Fold the lengths of yarn in half over a crochet hook. On the wrong 
side, insert the crochet hook from the front to the back through the edge of 
the work. Grab the yarn and pull through and tighten. Trim the ends to the 
same length.
